Doctors'have found a new kind of 


milk for children who suffer from skin 
eruptions and-other disturbances aft- 
er drinking cow's'milk. The new milk 
comes from the soy bean, a legume 
that has long been an established part 
of the diet of people living in the 
Orient, and which only in Tecent years 
has been introduced in America. 


Soy beans have been used particu- 


larly m China, Japan, the Philippines, 
and-India as a source of extra protein 
inUhe diet -of "people who eat largely 
of carbohydrates. 


Soon 'after its introduction into the 


United States, the-late Dr. JohniRuh- 
rah of Baltimore recommended 
the 


soy bean as part of an infant food. 


He had found it useful :as a preven- 


tive of summer diarrheas and intes- 
tinal disturbances in infants unable 
to get Satisfactory milk. 


Then -doctors at Peiping University 


tegau feeding Chinese infants with 
soy bean tailk, and 'discovered that 
the children gained weight 'about as 
•well'its did-Jiealthy nursing infants in 
the United' States. 


More 'recent experiments'tend to. 


show that soy bean milk is a satisfac- 
tory substance in the diet of infants, 
that it helps to support normal growth 
and the formation of normal blood 
end bones.

it seems'likely that it will gain in-

Danger Increased by Makers 


It seems too bad to have to deprive 


merchants of the profits for a form- 
erly lucrative and rather joyful busi-

or disappears 
altogether, 


they can lay the blame where it most- 
ly belongs, to certain manufacturers 
who have overstepped the safety line. 
Without meaning to jest, it might be 
said that fireworks have dug their 
own grave.

loose jacketed little fellows with a few 
grains of gunpowder.
